Responsive to the Restriction Requirement mailed March 12, 2002 in the above- 
identified patent application, Applicants elect to prosecute the invention of Group I, Claims 1-15 
and 18-92, drawn to the compounds, classified in Class 552, Subclass 625, 626, 627 and others.
